One of these individuals, imp leased with 
results of DoD polygraph, went to a. commercial firm, paid for his 
own test, came up clean and brought the results back to DoD. DoD 
said that they would like to have the commercial polygraph charts 
to review and an exchange was set up for reviews Iby the DoD and 
commercial polygraph experts. After seeing the DoD results and 
re looking his own charts the commercial operator changed his report 
and said the subject was not telling the truth. Subsequent in- 
vestigations delivered further incrimminating evidence. Unfortunately 
neither suspect would admit leaking and evidence is thus considered 
e n t i r e 1 y circ um stantia 1 . 


The SecDef has been informed of the status of the investigation. 
He has directed rapid preparation of alternatives for. administrative 
actions against the suspects, DoD legal and management people are 
doing this now. It is doubtful that any administrative actions 
will be pub'lically acknowledged to be a consequence of the leak. 


Nonetheless , the feeling in DoD is that this investigation 
rattled a lot of cages and combined with Judge Clark’s widely 
publicized gag efforts, a salutory effect has been noted. George 
Wilson of the Washington Post has reportedly complained that his 
sources in t h e"T?"en t agon’ Tia ve dried up and he is looking for new ones 
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the Pentagon but the Intelligence 
investigation. My assessment of the 


strengths and weaknesses of the IC abilities to mount a strong 
defense against leaks and resolve those that happen can be the 
subject of a separate meeting.
